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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification appears to be an overly close translation of a foreign patent document. It 
contains numerous phrases that are unclear and should be carefully revised for proper 
terminology. Note for example: in paragraph 0045 it is unclear what the object is that 
is being referred to as "a template 20", in paragraph 0048 "in" should be deleted before 
"parallel", in paragraph 0053 "give obviously the additional length higher to said distance 
d1" is unclear, in paragraph 0063 "the straps will not support effort" is unclear. 

If a substitute specification is filed, the substitute specification must be 
accompanied by a statement that it contains no new matter. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it should not contain the 
phrase "the present invention relates to", it should not contain the legal phraseology 
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"comprises" or "comprising", it should be in the form of a single paragraph, and it should 
not be in claim format. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Head 
(6,323,420). 

Head discloses an electrical cable system including an electrical cable 
(31, 32, or 33) coiled around a secondary element (carrier tube 40), a common 
outer sheath surrounding the secondary element and the electrical cable (col. 5, 
line 8),and the secondary element being a radially expanded by application of 
internal pressure (col. 5, line 66-col. 6, line 3). The coiling of the electrical cable 
and expansion of the secondary element inherently results in excess length of 
cable. With respect to claim 10, note col. 9, line 29-32 which teaches use of the 
cable for heating. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Heagy et al, Wooters, Kastner, and Legallais et al are cited to 
show pipes and cables including inflatable elements. Deloire et al and Carr et al are 
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cited to how heating devices having excess length of the heating cable to compensate 
for expansion of an underlying element.
